Each  blue  ticket 
admits  2  persons. 

No  yellow,  pink  or  blue  ticket  will  be  of  any  validity  until  signed 
by  the  member  who  gives  it  out. 

Each  member  may  issue  any  number  of  pink  and  blue  tickets  for 
each  lecture,  etc.,  not  exceeding  ten.  Additional  books  of  yellow, 
pink  and  blue  tickets  may  be  had  on  application.  All  admissions  are 
subject  to  the  seating  capacity  of  the  auditorium.
